The natural habitat of the

■ and sometimes expensively fur¬ 
nished. Most Ranchites, I would 
judge, are solid citizens and 
good Republicans of the Eisen¬ 
hower persuasion. 

They eat, sleep, raise children 
and go to parties much as do 
the citizens of neighboring 
Sierra Madre. Many of them, if 
not all, exist on above average 
incomes, it would appear, al¬ 
though they tend to deny this, 
especially when the bills have 
to be paid. 

Why the Ranchites shouldn’t 
have their activities duly noted 
in a newspaper is beyond me. 

Probably about 99 per cent of 
the Sierra Madreans realize 
that their one-time village sur¬ 
rounded by orange groves is a 
village no longer. Hastings is 
in the Sierra Madre trading 
area, and vice versa. 

Fortunately, this 99 per cent 
appears to be happy with the 
Hastings section of The Sierra

A child who doesn’t learn to 
care for his own treasures may 
never learn to care for any¬ 
thing. H o 11 i n g’s books are 
planned to entertain and in¬ 
spire the imagination of juve¬ 
niles, but I don’t know any 
adult who can’t learn a great 
deal of natural history, Ameri¬ 
can history and tradition from 
them. 

That is so generally recog¬ 
nized that not long ago the 
grand old publishing house of 
Houghton Mifflin paid the ex¬ 
penses of Mr. and Mrs. Holling 
on a tour clear across America, 
to appear at autograph parties 
in leading book stores.

Good Discipline 

“Five ways to win the re¬ 
spect of a child,” says the re¬ 
port, “are through firmness, 
fairness, challenges, helpful¬ 
ness and cheerfulness. 

"Firmness: The young need 
a ‘tower of strength ’ That tow¬ 
er is frequently provided by 
teachers and parents who make 
clear the standards to which 
children are expected to adhere. 
Until he learns self-discipline 
he will welcome the guiding 
hand of his elders. 

“Fairness: Children recognize 
the reasonableness of a situa¬ 
tion as well as its unreason¬ 
ableness. They will admire the 
teacher and the parent who is

“Helpfulness: Call it service, 
or call it concern, for the child. 
Help children to find positive 
recreation outlets. Help chil¬ 
dren to be accepted by his boy 
and girl friends. Clarify values 
—make the child realize that 
adults do best if they have a 
belief in the purpose of life— 
call it religion. A child needs 
someone who believes in him 
no matter what he does. Love 
that child ! 

Be Cheerful 

“Cheerfulness: Children need 
to feel that the adults around 
them are confident, competent, 
and happy in solving the prob¬ 
lems of living. They respect 
adults who face vicissitudes 
with humor, faith and assur¬ 
ance. The final proof that a 
teacher or parent is ‘grown up’ 
is his ability to take a joke on 
himself.” 

Under “challenges,” the re¬ 
port says that “the teacher (or 
parent) who challenges the 
child’s ambition, his skill and 
imagination, will gain a friend. 
Each challenge should be a bit 
beyond the child’s achievement, 
but not so far it will seem im¬ 
possible for the child to reach. 
And with each challenge, a 
dose of encouragement.” 

“Good discipline,” the report 
concludes, “produces good 
Americans, satisfies develop¬ 
mental needs, is consistent, 
protects health and safety, 
teaches by example and recog¬ 
nizes adult needs.”
